Rhodesians

SALISBURY (AP). — First results 
in Rhodesia's white referendum 
esterday gave a resounding en-

Carter, Teng 
to conclude

WASHINGTON (UPI). — President 
Carter and Chinese Vice-Premier 
Teng Hslao-ping concluded three 
"very frank and honest" summit 
talks yesterday and White House 
sources said Teng made it clear that 
he did not oppose a U.S. -Soviet 
strategic arms agreement. 

The talks on world affairs, Taiwan 
and Washington-Peking cultural and 
trade ties were “extremely 
beneficial and harmonious," Carter 
said as he and Teng met briefly with 
reporters at the White House. 

Carter said he and Teng would 
meet again briefly today to sign 
agreements reached on Monday and 
yesterday. 

Teng took the microphone and said 
m Chinese: *• ’ * * ‘ 

“As for myself, I agree to every 
word that the president has just 
said." 

As the two men met. White House 
sources said that Teng had made it 
clear to Carter that China 
“understands that a U.S.-Soviet 
strategic agreement might be a 
necessary thing." 

Carter told reporters that the talks 
"have been far-reaching, very frank 
and honest, cordial and harmonious. 
They establish a structure for future 
routine consultations which I believe 
will be beneficial for tbe American 
and Chinese people." 

Carter and Teng Ignored a 
reporter's question on whether they 
discussed the issue of safety for 
Taiwan from Chinese attack, but 
White House press secretary Jody 
Powell later said, “The answer is 
yes. ' * (Earlier report — Page 4 )

Syria, Iraq report

Syria and Iraq announced last 
night that they would unify their 
states and their ruling Ba'ath parties 
during a summit to be held soon in 
Baghdad. 

A joint political statement publish- 
ed simultaneously in both capitals 
came after three days of talks in 
Damascus between Syrian President 
Hafez Assad and Iraqi Vice- 
President Saddam Hussein. 

Hussein told reporters before leav- 
ing for Baghdad that the two coun- 
tries — once among the Arab world's 
most bitter rivals — had made 
“substantial progress towards a 
strong and durable unity." 

The statement said that “Syria 
and Iraq form one area and each of 
them constitutes strategic depth for 
the other." It announced that the two 
had agreed “to take all necessary 
steps to face any internal or external 
threat to either state." 

The reference to “internal threat” 
seemed to indicate the seriousness of 
the rapprochement, for in the past 
Syria has backed Kurdish rebels in 
Iraq while Damascus has accused 
Baghdad of responsibility for the 
assassination of Syrian leaders. 

The statement stressed that the 
major goal of the union was general 
Arab unity and emphasized the need 
to “overthrow the plot of the Egyp- 
tian regime that wants peace with 
Israel.'' 

Hussein especially stressed the 
importance of unifying the ruling 
Ba’ath parties In both countries, long 
divided by a bitter ideological feud, 
as an essential element of the new 
alliance. This, observers bslieve. 


could lead to similar symbolic -steps, 
such .as the unification of the coun- 
tries' diplomatic missions abroad. 

“Unity is the basis for everything 
and the solution to all our problems. 
The unity of a party that has been 
divided is essential... Syria and Iraq 
cannot be just neighbours, they must 
either be united or completely 
separated," Hussein said. 

Arab diplomatic sources said 
yesterday that Syria and Iraq had 
discussed unifying their foreign, 
defence and information ministries 
and said they expected an announce- 
ment to be made about this at the 
Baghdad summit. 

Last night's statement also said 
that the two sides would discuss for- 
mulas for constitutional and political 
union in Baghdad. 

While many observers remain 
sceptical about the chances of the 
merger and prefer not to speculate 
about its future, yesterday's state- 
ment must be recognized as a major 
step on the road to Syrian-Iraqi 
reconciliation after more than a 
decade of bitter enmity. 

One Israeli expert described the 
development as “far-reaching" and 
noted that; as well as their desire to 
undermine the Israell-Egyptian 
peace process, both sides, especially 
Syria, were motivated by their in- 
security and sense of isolation lh the 
Arab world. 

Iraqi Foreign Minister S&adoun 
H&mmadl sounded a note of caution 
about the speed of the unity process. 
He told the influential Beirut daily 
"An-Nahar" that , the preparatory 
work for total unification would take 
about three months and "then we 
shall finish this Important part of our 
work." 


Time erodes chances 


of peace deal — Dayan 


PARIS (JTA). — Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan said here yesterday 
that “time is working against the 
Israel-Egyptlan peace agreement" 
first drafted during the Camp David 
talks. 

Dayan, who is in Paris on an of- 
ficial visit, told a press luncheon that 
there is still a good chance for an 
eventual agreement between the two 
countries, but stressed that “it is 
now up to the Americans to work out 
the next phase — where and how we 
shall meet again.” He warned, 
however, that time Is running out 
and is eroding the chances for a trea- 
ty- 

Dayan said the Iranian situation 
has also had & negative effect on the 
talks. He stressed that the Iranian 
upheaval “is influencing such 
moderate governments as Jordan's, 
Saudi Arabia's and Egypt to remain 
•within the Islamic mainstream. 
These governments are now reluc- 
tant to take initiatives or adopt 
decisions liable to be criticized by 
their own students or by religious 
circles." 

Dayan said that these 
go v e rnm ent* "have now found ouj- 
that, contrary to what they had im- 
agined before, they cannot rely on 
the U.S. to support them in internal 
matters.” 

Dayan said Israel is also “serious- 
ly worried about the future of Iran'B 
80.000 remaining Jews — who, he 
said, may have to face “both hostile 
policies and hostile mobs.” He said 
that oil was the least of Israel's 
worries about Iran, and stressed that 


Israel expects Egypt to undertake to 
sell to Israel oil from the Sinai 
oilfields. 

Earlier yesterday Dayan told a 
delegation of French Jews that 
Israel “will never accept the crea- 
tion of a Palestinian state. Such a 
state," he told the Jewish represen- 
tatives, “would affect the future of 
the State of Israel and jeopardize its 
existence." 

He also said that Israel will not 
agree to give up settlements in 
Judea and Samaria or the right to 
create new settlements in the area. 


The foreign minister was due to 
meet here yesterday afternoon with 
French President Valery Gin card 
d'Estaing, for a general review of 
the Middle East situation and- 
Franeo-Israeli ties. The two coun- 
tries have divergent views on most 
basic ' issues, but Dayan's talks with 
French leaders have up to now been 
friendly and cordial. 


Speaking at a banquet tendered in 
his honour on Monday night by 
French Foreign Minister Jean 
Francois-Poncet, Dayan said, “we 
j.afe^n disagreement, bqt we want 
you at- least to listen to us and hear 
our views. We want you to keep your 
door open for ua.“ After a brief 
hesitation, Dayan, who spoke 
without notes, added, “to keep open 
both your doors and your hearts." 

French Health Minister Simone 
Veil, Deputy Foreign Minister 
Olivier Stlrn and Deputy. Labour 
Minister Lionel Stoleru also attended 
the dinner. 


PL0 release cameraman 


who displayed Israeli tags 


Beirut (UPI). — The Fatah 
terrorist organization yesterday 
released a Dutch television 
cameraman detained six days ago 
when he produced Israeli press 
credentials at the funeral of a 
terrorist leader. 

"He has been released and we are 
glad it’s over," a Dutch embassy 
spokesman said. 

The cameraman, Will Rutten, was 
held for questioning last Wednesday 
when be produced Israeli press ac- 
creditation after being asked for 
identification at the funeral of slain 
Fatah leader Abu Hass an Sal a me h. 
Sal am eh was killed by a remote- 
controlled car bomb eight days ago 
and the terror organization blamed 
Israeli intelligence for the action. 

Sal am eh is said to have been the 
chief planner of the Munich 
massacre of 11 Israeli athletes In 
1972. 

Rutten’s release was complicated 
by the fact that Holland does not 
recognize the terrorists' Palestine 
Liberation Organization and asked 
the UN to intercede in the 
cameraman's behalf. But the PLO, 
wanted the Dutch to negotiate 
directly with them. 

"Eventually, a formula was found 
whereby a Dutch embassy official 


went there, but only for the purposes 
of Identifying him," a UN source ex- 
plained. An embassy official con- 
firmed that he had gone “only for 
Identification.” 

In Kuwait a newspaper reported 
yesterday that PLO agents recently 
cracked an Arab hit squad sent to 
Beirut to assassinate PLO chief 
Yasser Arafat. 

The newspaper “A1 Qabaa" said 
members of the squad were “agents 
of an Arab intelligence 
organization," but it did not name 
their country of origin. 

Quoting PLO sources in Beirut, the 
newspaper said the men were seized 
a few days before last Monday's kill- 
ing of Salameh. 

In uneasy Beirut, two United Arab 
Emirates soldiers died yesterday in 
a hail of bullets when their jeep 
strayed into tbe no-man's land 
between Syrian troops and Christian 
militiamen In the volatile southeast 
suburbs. 

Lebanese authorities said yester- 
day that they had cleared a U.S. 
citizen and a Frenchman of 
“suspected complicity'' In 
Salameh's slaying. But a police 
spokesman said the two remained in 
custody, on charges of holding 
"several" passports. 


New Nahal outpost Moda’i: Ehrlich would be alone

— "If Simha Ehrlich 
wants a separate list — he will 
literally have to run alone — entirely 
on his own,*' Energy Minister 
Yltzhar Moda'i. who is the finance 
minister's chief rival within tbe 
Liberal Party, told The Jerusalem 
Post last night. 

Moda'i was reacting to Ehrlich's 
statement on Sunday that should 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin not 
reconsider his plans to retire at the 
close of his current term of office — 
and should the union with Herut en- 
tail constant squabbles — it would be 
best for the Liberals to prepare 
themselves to run without their 
Herut partners next time.

Moda'i said that 
"there has been no decision or even 
talk of such a possibility in the 
Liberal Party." 

He expressed the hope that 
"Ehrlich does not entertain any 
notions of being Bcgin's heir should 
he retire. Try as 1 may. I cannot find 
any other reason for Ehrlich to say 
what he did. There Is certainly no 


Liberal Party Interest served by this 
talk." 

The only purpose all this achieves. 
Moda'i argued, "is the encourage- 
ment of quarrels and disagreements 
where they do not actually exist. The 
situation within the Likud today is 
really far better than pepple sup- 
pose. It would be utter madness to 
split a political entity where there is 
general agreement on defence, 
foreign policy and even economics — 
though not necessarily regarding 
Ehrlich's policies.” 

The only Liberal pat on the back 
which Ehrlich has received since he 
raised the possibility of a split with 
Herut came from his ally. Industry, 
Trade and Tourism Minister Gideon 
Patt. 

“The sad fact of the matter is that 
without Begin, the Likud's continued 
existence is in considerable doubt," 
Patt told The Post yesterday. “To 
some extent Ehrlich said what he did 
in the hope of impressing upon the 
prime minister the need to put aside 
ideas of retiring." 

Bui Patt warned that should Begin 
step down, "and should the erosion 
in relations between the Liberal Par- 
ty and an unruly and irresponsible 
segment of Herut not be checked, the 
Liberals will certainly cease to. bo 
the good guys of the Likud, who 
rcpofttcdly get the short end of the 
stick."

TEHERAN (Reuter). — Exiled op- 
position leader Ayatollah RuhoUah 
.Khomeini will return to- Iran 
tomorrow, a welcoming committee 
formed by his supporters said, last 
night. 

The 78-year-old = Ayatollah, who 
wants to set up an Islamic republic, 
was expected to arrive here 
tomorrow morning provided there 
are no last minute hitches, the sup- 
porters said. 

The Shia Moslem leader's return 
from 15 years in exile had been post- 
poned twice because the Iranian 
government, closed Teheran's air- 
port last Wednesday. 

But the government of Prime 
Minister Sh&pur Bakhtiar, whom the 
Ayatollah refuses to recognize, 
decided yesterday to let him come 
home. 

There was a tense atmosphere of 
confusion and excitement last night, 
over what might happen when the 
Ayatollah arrives. . 

The official Paris News Agency 
said Bakhtiar and his cabinet held an 
urgent meeting and decided to allow 
an Air France plane carrying 
Khomeini and his entourage to land 
at Teheran’s airport, which has been 
closed for the past - six days on 
government orders. 

There was no indication whether 
the cabinet made its decision after 
negotiations with the ayatollah or Ms 
aides. There also was no definite 
word from the ayatollah's Paris 
residence about his departure plans. 
The ayatollah refused to recognize 
Bakhtiar, who was appointed by the 
shah before the monarch was forced 
to go abroad by demonstrations and 
strikes two weeks ago. 

Khomeini’s return is considered 
likely to sharpen a clash of wills with 
Bakhtiar — with the future of Iran at 
stake. 

The ayatollah’s supporters saw the 
closure of Teheran’s Merhabad Air- 


port last Wednesday as * govern- 
ment attempt; to obstruct his return, . 
The airport was reopened yesterday 
but no commercial Sights operated 
and troops turned away travellers. 
The government claimed technical 
problems ae . the /reason for . the 
closure.

Arab affairs adviser 
hands in resignation

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday accepted the resignation 
of his adviser on Arab affairs. Dr. 
Moshe Sharon, who has held the post 
since September 1977. . 

Sharon submitted his resignation 
on January 15, but at a meeting on 
the following day. Begin asked him 
to wait about 10 days. At a second 
meeting yesterday, which Sharon 
described as "cordial" to The 
Jerusalem Post, the prime minister 
agreed to relieve the adviser of his 
duties. 

"After a thorough study of the 
issue of Israel's Arab citizens," 
Sharon wrote in his resignation 
letter, “I have reached the conclu- 
sion that the office of the adviser, In 
its present form, is not appropriate 
and does not answer the needs of the 
new reality. 

"It is possible to deal with the sub- 
ject of Israel's Arabs in one of two 
ways — either by transferring their 
affairs directly to the various 
government ministries or by setting 
up a statutory higher coordinating 
system endowed with powers." 

Sharon suggested that if the 
premier believed in the need for a 
unit to plan, advise on, and evaluate 
Arab affairs, this could be set up in 
the form of a small group of experts 
headed by a senior researcher. Such 
a unit would be subordinate to the 


Hammer favours sports links 
irrespective of regimes

Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer said yesterday that the 
ministry favours Israeli participa- 
tion in athletic events with other 
countries, without regard to what we 
think about the regimes of those 
countries. 

He was speaking in the Knesset in 
reply to three motions for the agenda 
on Israel's sports relations with 
South Africa. The motions were 
presented by Yosef Sarid 
(Alignment), Dov Shllansky (Ltirud- 
Herut), and Benzion Rubin 
(National Religious Party). 

Hammer stressed that Israel has 
objected in the past to the mixing of 
politics and sports, a practice of 
which It has often been the victim. 

Athletic meets between represen- 
tatives of different countries are 
divorced from the political plane. 
Hammer said. Hence, so long as no 
proclamations or 'declarations are 
made, participation or non- 
participation in athletic events has 
no political significance. 

Hammer noted that the Israel 
Olympic Committee had previously 
agreed that in all matters of a 
political character it would consult 
with the ministry. Nevertheless, its 
recent decision to break off sports 
relations with South Africa (so as not 
.to prejudice Israel's participation in 
next year’s Olympic v Games in_, 
'Moscow) had been made without* 
.such -consultation.-" 


However, the IOC had expressed 
its regret for that action, and reaf- 
firmed Its intention of consulting 
with the ministry In the future. 

Sarid argued that Israel should 
break off sports relations with South 
Africa — not In deference to Soviet 
wishes, or from any considerations 
connected with the Olympics, but for 
reasons of conscience. 

Shllansky held that If South 
African athletes were boycotted, 
then why not those of Uganda, where 
political opponents are thrown to the 
crocodiles, those of Nigeria, which 
slaughtered Bi&frans as a spectacle 
on an athletic field, or those of Iraq, 
which has mercilessly murdered 
Kurds? 

In the Knesset Education Com- 
mittee yesterday. Foreign Ministry 
assistant director-general 
Yeshayahu Anug said that the news 
reports of the IOC's action had caus- 
ed Israel considerable diplomatic 
damage. The committee had not con- 
sulted with the ministry beforehand. 

Representatives of the IOC claim- 
ed that they had not decided to sever 
ail sporting ties with South Africa 
and had been misquoted. 

They said they had decided to 
adhere to the rulings of the various 
International associations with 
regard to sports ties with South 
Africa — namely to keep playing 
against South Africa in those sports 
.where, links were .permitted, and 
abstaining from playing in' th&se 
where a - ban has been imposed. 


Austrian footballers win 1-0 in TA

The Israel forwards* finishing was 
poor, with Gideon Damti and Vicky 
Peretz overdoing the dribbling and 
short passing when shooting could 
have brought better results. 
Austria’s keeper Friedrich Konsilia 
was never seriously tested. 

After the Austrian goal, the 
visitors eased up. For Israel, captain 
Avi Cohen and Danny Neuman tried 
hard to get the Israeli attack going, 
but in midfield the absence of 
schemers Uri Malmlllian and 
Yitzhak Shum was badly felt. 

The Austrians, while not in the 
class of their pre-war Wunder- 
mannscha/t or of the team that 
played in the World Cup in Argentina 
(where they beat West Germany 
3:2i, were an accomplished side that 
showed occasional sparkle. The 
Israel team's showing was not as 
good as in their last four games.

Testimony ends without Mizrahi on stand

TEL AVIV. — After 79 prosecution 
witnesses for Bezalel Mizrahi and 
144 defence witnesses for 
"Ha’aretz," Mizrahi's attorney 
yesterday announced — "those are 
my witnesses." thus keeping 
Mizrahi off the stand In his ILIOm. 
libel suit against the newspaper, and 
ending the testimony stage of the 
trial. 

MK Ehud Olmert, who had also 
been expected to testify for the 
prosecution, will also now not 
appear. 

District Court Judge Shulamit 
Wallenstein announced that the sum- 
maries of both sides will be heard in 
court at a later date. 

Mizrahi's suit began nine months 
ago and scores of well known 
figures, including ministers, MKs, 
senior government officials, police 
and army officers, businessmen, and 
lawyers, were mentioned during the 
lengthy testimony. 

The trial aroused great public in- 
terest and shed light on the complex 
relations Bezalel Mizrahi, a wealthy 
businessman and contractor has had 
with army officers, lawyers and 
Knesset members. 

Mizrahi sued for libel after a series' 
of articles by "Ha'aretz” correspon- 
dent Avi Valentine labelled him a 


leader of organized crime in Israel. 

Many of the names mentioned dur- 
ing the trial were not released for 
publication. Wallenstein also 
prevented the publication of various 
documents brought to court by the 
two sides, including the "Document 
of the 11 ” — a secret police file nam: 
ing key underworld figures. - 

A lot of the testimony centred on 
the term "white." which "Ha'aretz” 
Attorney Shlomo Liebllch charged 
referred to heroin. Mizrahi's at : 
torney. Ram Caspi, said this 
referred to white formica for one of 
Mizrahi's friend's home bar.

Patt wants new study of 
Arkia to ayoid strike^ f j&m

TEL AVTV. — A ministerial meeting 
called in Jerusalem yesterday at the 
initiative of Minister of Industry, 
Trade, and Tourism Gideon Patt 
may avert the Arkia staffs threat of 
a total strike tomorrow. 

Patt has recommended that 
Minister of Transport Haim Lan- 
dau's decisions regarding Arkia’s 
future be studied again to avoid 
serious labour conflicts. Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin has agreed 
to the establishment of a special 
committee to re-examine Arkia's 
future. 

Meanwhile, It was reported from 
El A1 yesterday that the airline's 
management welcomes the oppor- 
tunity of relinquishing Its participa- 
tion in Arkia, in which it holds 50 per 
cent of the shares. Both El A1 
general manager Mordechai Hod 
and El A1 board chairman 
Mordechai Ben-Arl plan to resist all 
efforts by Arlda to operate abroad. 


Arkia's works committed iJffiholcf 
a press conference at Belt Sokolow in 
Tel Aviv today to present their case 
and their plans for Arkia's future. 

Arkia's deficit is projected at 
IL50m. by the end of March, accor- 
ding to company officials. 

Lea Levavi adds: 

The Hlstadrut trade union depart- 
ment complained yesterday of incon- 
sistency In government policy on 
rehabilitating Arkia. The change of 
transport ministers had led to a Z80 
degree change in policy, they said, 
Tova Zucker, who holds the Arkia 
workers portfolio, said that workers 
are not fighting for higher wages and 
better benefits but for their very 
livelihoods. 

The Histadrut wants the govern- 
ment to revert to its former policy, 
which would include giving Arkia 
some short international runs In the 
Mediterranean area, to avoid the 
threatened strikes and other disrup- 
tions which certainly will not help 
the company's economic situation. 


Arab student appeals expulsion order 


The High Court yesterday Issued 
an interim order preventing the 
military governor of Judea and 
Samaria from deporting a student at 
Blr Zeit University, near Ram all ah, 
to Lebanon until the student's 
application has been heard. 

The applicant, Rlad Abu Awwad, 
was ordered expelled for his part in 
composing a letter of support sent to 
the PLO council by Arab students In 
Israel. He is represented by 
Jerusalem lawyer Leah Tsemel, and 
the court will hear his application 
tomorrow. 

Abu Awwad said in bis application 
that he was detained on January 20 
and held at Ramallah police station. 
On Monday he was told that the 
military commander of Judea and 
Samaria had ordered his expulsion 
to Lebanon. The order has to be ex- 
ecuted within six months. 

On the same evening In Ramallah, 

the applicant claimed, a review 


board appointed by the military 
government convened to hear his 
appeal against the order. But, Abu 
Awwad claimed, he had no Idea of 
his right to appeal to the board, and 
had not, in fact, done so. 

Leah Tsemel told the court she had 
gone to Ramallah on Monday even- 
ing and found that her client had not 
asked for the board to be convened. 
The board decided not to discuss the 
matter, hut gave the applicant an ex- 
tension until yesterday to appeal 
against the order. 

In the application, Abu Awwad 
says his political Views are 
moderate, and that he has not com- 
mitted an offence. The pro-FLO 
document drawn up by Arab 
students at Israeli universities is not 
criminal and does not Infringe any 
law. he argues. 

Abu Awwad claims he is the victim 
of "malicious distortions" by the 
press. (Itira)

Druse MK seeks separate Arabic TV

Druse MK Zeldan Atshe (Shai) 
yesterday urged the opening of a 
separate television channel for 
Arabic programmes. He said this 
would serve the “millions of Arab 
viewers In Israel, the territories, and 
in parts of the neighbouring states."

Eastern bloc gets Israeli citrus

Some 12 per cent of Israel's citrus 
exports go to Eastern bloc countries, 
the Knesset Economics Committee 
learned on Monday. The committee 
waa debating the difficulties of the 
citrus sector, as the industry reaches 
its centennial year. 


Citrus Marketing Board director- 
general Zvl Keinan told the com- 
mittee that citrus exports last year 
totalled $190m. The forecast for this 
year is $220m. 

Keinan said that because of the 
delicacy of trade relations with 
Eastern Europe, the coat of the ex- 
ports to that region are high, and the 


growers wantiinanclal help from the 
government In this area. 

The citrus growers also want com- 
pensation for the drop in profitability 
they have suffered, and are asking 
for export premiums of ILl.S for 
each export dollar. 

Keinan also voiced the growers' 
anger at the government company 
that insures against export risks. 
The company Is offering the growers 
IL50R1. for losses suffered during 
last year's mercury poison scare, 
and the growers are demanding 
ILlsom. 

The Agriculture Ministry's 
director-general and the accountant- 
general have boen appointed to 
mediate the dispute.

‘Only 25% of Arab students 


support radical faction’

Almost all of Israel's SAOO Arab 
university students look to the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation as 
the "legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian people." But only a 
minority, perhaps 23 per cent, sup- 
port the Progressive National Move- 
ment, which seeks the eradication cf 
Israel and its replacement by a 
“secular democratic state.” 

These claims were made yester- 
day at a press conference held by 
representatives of the Hebrew 
University's left-wing "Campus" 
faction and the heads of the Arab 
Students Committee. Both groups 
protested against last week's orders 
restricting six Israeli Arab students 
to their home villages m the North. 
The six were served with the orders 
under the 190 Mandatory Defence 
Emergency Regulations, following 
the appearance is university dor- 
mitories of a paster supporting the 
PLO's struggle against the "'Zionist 
entity. " 

The Arab Students Committee and 
the "Campus" representatives con- 
demned both the views expressed in 
the poster and the restriction orders. 
"The Progressive National Move- 
ment. to whom the six belong, does 

not represent the majority ct Israeli 
Arab students," said All Nazim, the 
Arab Student Committee’s chair- 
man 

“But the orders are a dangerous 
precedent because they car. be next 
employed against us ar.d afterwards 
against Jewish students as well," 
Nazim sari. 


Am non Ya'ish, of "Campus," 
which polled 25 per cent of the vote In 
the last university elections, con- 
demned the orders as detrimental to 
Israeli democracy and to the rule of 
law. 

A Hebrew University announce- 
ment yesterday noted that the Arab 
Students Committee had reiterated 
during the morning press conference 
its opposition to the six students’ ac- 
tions, "lhowlng therefore, that the 
six arc a minority, and not the ma- 
jority of Arab students in the coun- 
try." 

The announcement said university 
president Avraham Harman hod dbu 
cussed the problem of radical Arab 
students with the minister of educa- 
tion. It added that Harman is prepar- 
ing for a meeting later this week 
between the minister and university 
heads on the subject. 

In the evening, threats of violence 
hung heavy In the air and a number 
of people were pushed around out- 
aide the Hebrew University's Wise 
Auditorium as local Arab students 
and their guests gathered inside for 
a private party. Outside, several 
dozen Jewish students, many with 
knitted skullcaps, gathered, chan- 
ting and singing Jewish slogans and 
songs. 

One Arab guest was allegedly 
struck on the face by the excited 
Jewish students, who complained 
lhai the ’'party" waa a political 
meeting ar.d that subversion was be- 
ing preached inside. 

The demonstrators dispersed after 
security guards refused to allow 
them Into the building. 


Students by to ‘starve' striking teachers

HAIFA. — Techrxlon students yester- 
day tried starving out their teachers 
by blocking the faculty club, In 
protest against lecturers' sanctions 
that may interfere with tinal ex- 
aminations. 

Dozens of students, organized by 
the Student Union, sat down cutstde 
the faculty club at noon. But while 
they refused to allow teachers in, 
they bought lunches inside so as sot 
to harm the restaurant owner. 

Technion ar.d Haifa University 
teachers held a one-day strike 
yesterday against the failure cf the 
institutions' administrations to com- 
plete negotiations for a new wage 
agreement. 

Next Tuesday the teachers plan to 
refrain from supervising and mark- 
ing the end-of-term examinations. 
They said that If this too fails to 
achieve results, they will stop 
holding examinations altogether, 
beginning the following Tuesday. 

A Student Union spokesman told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
while the students sympathize with, 
their teachers’ struggle for proper 
pay, "they should not fight at our ex- 
pense.” He suggested that the 
teachers* had alternative means to 
apply sanctions without harming 
students’ 

The spokesman said that the 


threatened sanctions would prevent 
£G0 Technion student* from sitting 
for their final examinations and get- 
ting their degrees. 

Faculty Association chairman 
Azriel Evyatar told The Post that 
"actually the students are quite 
right," but that the universities' ad- 
ministrations and not the teachers 
should be blamed. The students 
should direct their actions against 
the administrations, which Evyatar 
claimed had reneged on a written un- 
dertaking to honour the findings of a 
special committee that had deter- 
mined that faculty pay had been 
eroded by 31 per cent over the past 
three years. 

“If the administrations are unable 
to manage their affairs they should 
resign and let the finance minister 
run the universities." Evyatar said. 

At campus closing time the 
students blocked the exit drive, caus- 
ing a traffic jam Inside the campus. 
But with most of the professors home 
due to the strike, the action mainly 
stopped the administrative staff 
from leaving. 

The students considered this an in- 
cidental bonus — revenge for staff 
sanctions a fortnight ago that great- 
ly Inconvenienced the students. 

Ths exit was blocked for nearly an 
hour until the police reopened it and 
arrested four students for question- 
‘ing. The four were released on ball.

— Eight years 
after being indicted for the murder 
of his wife.

At first in- 
vestigators did not know he was 
wanted by police tor tbe murder of 
his wife, Victoria Cohen. Bui a sub- 
sequent investigation of earlier files 
against him showed that Cohen had 
escaped to France from a psy- 
chiatric ward here that had deter- 
mined he was fit tor trial. 

The new charge sheet claims that 
Cohen awoke in his Glvatayim apart- 
ment one night In late December 
1970, went to the kitchen for a glass 
of water and returned with a knife 
with which he stabbed his wife five 
times in the chest.

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‘Yes’ vote seen assured 
in Rhodesia constitution 


SALISBURY (UPI). — Rhodesia’s 
white majority, which has run the 
country for nearly a century, voted 
yesterday on whether .to surrender 
power to blacks, and appeared to 
have decided to take the plunge. 

Prime Minister Ian Smith, who 
appealed to whites to vote “yes" .on 
the majority-rule constitution he 
worked out with three local black 
leaders.' himself predicted a strong 
victory. 

The counting started immediately 
after the polls closed at 7.30 p.m. 
(same In Israel). 

Government spokesmen said that 
by midnight, returns would be in 
from 41 of the 50 voting' districts. 
Returns from the nine outlying dis- 
tricts will come In today. 


Smith campaigned until the last 
minute, visiting polling stations 
around the capital. He looked glum 
in the morning when the turnout was 
light, but brightened later in the day 
when it swelled. 

He said that at some polling 
stations, there were more voters 
than in September, 1978, when his 


Rhodesian Front Party won total 
control of parliament. 

Asked if he expected a strong 
“yes" vote he said: ’T believe that is 
the kind of thing we can expect.' 

He said that the constitution the 
whites are being asked to accept 
provides the best answer for 
Rhodesia "and I believe that is what 
we are going to succeed in 
achieving." 

Even Owen Parvess. chairman of 
a Conservative-Liberal coalition 
campaigning for a "no” vote, ex- 
pressed strong fears that the result 
would be solidly in Smith's favour. 

Early signs pointed to a Smith vie 
tory. 

His Rhodesian Front Party, urging 
a “yes." and the right-wing Rhode- 
sian Action Party, advocating a 
"no." maintained placard-covered 
booths outside the polling stations. 

The voters could have their names 
crossed off the electoral rolls inside 
the polling stations or at the booths. 
Most went to the Rhodesian Front 
booths in what party workers and 
observers saw as continued backing 
for Smith. 


‘Possibly’ bi-racial couple 
awakened by Pretoria police 


JOHANNESBURG (UPT). — After 
smashing Into the Pretoria apart- 
ment of a sleeping white woman 
her dark-complexioned boyfriend 
and taking photographs In a pre- 
dawn raid, police yesterday said 
they were still trying to determine 
whether the man was European or 
Indian. 

Col. A.H. du Plessls. Chief of the 
Northern Transvaal detective 
squad, said if the man proved to be 
an Indian the couple would face 
charges under the Immorality Act. 
which forbids white and non-whites 
to cohabit. Breaking this law can 
mean a jail sentence. 

He said the police had been in- 
formed by neighbours of 22-year-old 
Celeste Cross that she had an TtmH«w 
man living with her, and five detec- 
tives were thereupon despatched on 
the raid. 

Mias Cross however said that her 
friend John was a European and had 
papers to prove it. She said she 
would be pressing charges against 
the police, who she claimed broke 
down the door of her apartment at 5 


a.m. on Sunday rooming, surround- 
ed her bed — where she said she was 
sleeping alone — and took flash 
photographs of her in the nude. 

Du Plessls said the police had had 
to force their way Into the apartment 
after they were refused entry. He 
said photographs had been taken, 
hut that Miss Cross had been clothed 
while in bed. 

The woman told journalists that 
she had been stunned by the raid. 
One minute she had been asleep, she 
said, while her friend John was in the 
sitting room, and the next moment 
men claiming to be police were 
dragging her bedclothes off her and 
photographing her. 

Police refused to say whether they 
had yet determined the race of the 
man. whose surname was not dis- 
closed. They said the matter was 
still under investigation. 

On being asked what would happen 
if the man turned out to be Euro- 
pean, Col. du Plessls said that the 
police had a perfect right to In- 
vestigate the suspected infringe- 
ment of the law. 


Poison scare angers Spain citrus board 


VALENCIA, Spain (Reuter). — The 
head of the Spanish Citrus Exporting 
Board said yesterday it would take 
legal action against anyone claiming 
that Spanish oranges were poisoned. 

His statement followed a threat, 
contained in a letter mailed to 
several European governments, that 
Israeli produce would be poisoned 
unless a "democratic state" was es- 
tablished in place of Israel. 


The letters were signed by an ex- 
tremist group Miiing itself the Arab 
Revolutionary Army which sent 
similar letters last year. Publication 


of the letters then, combined with 
discovery of & few mercury-poisoned 
oranges, had produced a scare that 
affected the sale of Spanish oranges 
abroad. 

Spanish Citrus Board -President 
Julio de Miguel said that last year 
Spain had taken a defensive stand on 
the question. But this year, he said, 
"the case will be put in the hands of 
judges and courts so that if anyone 
says Spanish oranges are poisoned 
we will know who is behind it, what 
their Intentions are and be able to 
avoid sensationalism . and negative 
effects on our citrus products." - 


Fuss in Cleveland over gift from Khaled 


CLEVELAND (AP). — One of 
Cleveland's latest political 
squabbles centres around a (80,000 
gift to the city from King Khaled of 
Saudi Arabia. 

Khaled sent the money for use by 
the police department, in apprecia- 
tion for the protection he received 
while he was hospitalised in 
Cleveland last fall. 


On Monday, city council president 
George Forbes accused the ad- 
ministration of Mayor Dennis 
Kudnlc h of illegally spending the 
money. Forbes said he could not find 
out what had happened to the funds. 
But city law director Jack Schulman 
said the money had been sent to the 
Cleveland Foundation, and not the 
city. 


Ford Foundation picks 
first black president 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — The Ford 
Foundation, the richest and most 
powerful private philanthropic agen- 
cy in the U.S., yesterday appointed 
its first black president. He la 
Franklin Thomas, 43, a lawyer who 
was elected to the foundation's board 
of trustees In 1977. 


The post pays (120,000 a year. 
Thomas succeeds McGeorge Bundy, 
former national security adviser to 
the late President Lyndon Johnson, 
who was foundation president for 13 
years. 


Gooseberry may store 
secret of youth • 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — The secret of 
eternal youth may be squeezed from 
an unripe gooseberry, according to 
Soviet scientists. 

Research at Moscow's Institute of 
Biological Physics has shown that 
the acid In the young fruit can pre- 
vent the disintegration of body cells 
which causes Illness and old age. the 
trade union newspaper "Trud" 
reported. 

The acid, described as an "elixir of 
youth," actively seeks out diseased 
and dying .cells and stimulates 
regrowth, it said.

Schoolgirl sniper surrenders 


SAN DIEGO, California (Reuter). — 
A 16-year-old school girl quietly put 
down her rifle and surrendered to 
police late on Monday after killing 
two men and wounding eight 
children and a policeman during a 
six-hour shooting spree here. 

Children had been beginning 
lessons on Monday when blonde 
Brenda Spencer fired some 46 bullets 
into the school from her home across 
the street. The children dived under 
their desks and ran panic-stricken 
into the street as the bullets smashed 
windows and scarred brickwork. 

The principal of the school. Burton 
Wragg. was shot as he went to help a 
wounded child and he died in 
hospital. A maintenance worker was 
killed when he was shot In the head. 

The wounded children, aged from 
six to 14. and the policeman, were 
described as in fair to serious condi- 
tion. 

The girl was quoted by police as 
saying she had smoked marijuana 


cigarettes, taken barbiturate tablets 
and drunk all the whisky and beer 
she could find in her home durlngthe 
shooting. She had received the rifle 
as a Christmas present from her 
father. 

Before she surrendered, she told a 
reporter who telephoned her home: 
"Mondays gives me the blues. This 
will liven things up. My dad will be 
proud of what I did with his Christ- 
mas gift." 

Police said she had had 600 rounds 
of ammunition — also part of the 
Christmas gift from her father. 

The father, who bad pleaded with 
his daughter over a loudspeaker to 
give herself up, said she was dis- 
traught because she and a long-time 
friend had parted. Police evacuated 
the school and nearby houses when 
the shooting broke out and 
sharpshooters surrounded the girl's 
home. Six hours after she fired the 
first shots, she walked out of the 
house and placed the rifle on the 
ground. 


UN adopts record budget 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). - The 
General Assembly adopted the first 
billion-dollar budget In UN. history 
on Monday night before ending the 
normal work of one of its own longest 
sessions. 

The Assembly, unable to complete 
the agenda of its 33rd session on 
September 19-21 as hoped, was forc- 
ed into a resumed session that began, 
on January 15. 

When Assembly president In- 
dalecio Lievano of Colombia brought 
down the gavel late Monday, he 
declared the session in recess in- 
stead of closed, because the 
Assembly had decided to resume 
later if need be to discuss South West 
Africa. 

Whether such a session is held is 
expected to depend on whether an 
agreement between South Africa 
and the United Nations for UN super- 
vision of a pre-independence election 
in South West Africa (which the UN 
calls Namibia i holds up. 

In one of its last acts on Monday, 
the Assembly revised the 1978-79 
budget upward by 893.740,600 to total 
SI .090, 113,500. 

On December 21. before the year- 


end break, It had added S10.5m. to 
the two-year budget originally ap- 
proved a year earlier. 

The Assembly vote for a resolution 
to make the latest increase was 98-15 
with nine abstentions. 

The countries voting against the 
increase included the U.S.. the entire 
Eastern bloc except Rumania, as 
uMl as Israel. Belgium.'' Luxem- 
bourg, France and Italy. 

The abstainers were Afghanistan. 
Cuba. Rumania, Japan. Australia, 
Canada, West Germany and Por- 
tugal. 

Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim, defending himself 
against criticism for the Blze of the 
budget, reminded the Assembly that 
$74.8m. of the latest addition was 
needed to cover losses from the 
decline of the dollar against Euro- 
pean currencies that account for 
almost 40 per cent of UN spending. 

He also pointed out that about 
818 .5m. of the increase was caused 
by resolutions adopted by the 
Assembly itself on recommendation 
of its various committees, and the 
rest was prompted essentially by 
resolutions from previous sessions. 


Jewish youths balk S. Africa rightists 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - 
Jewish youths chanting slogans and 
waving an Israeli flag broke up a 
meeting of the ultra right-wing 
National Front at a hotel last night. 

Police ordered the meeting 
cancelled after scuffles broke out 
between some of the 400 youths and 
leaders of the local branch of the 
National Front. 


The Front had launched a 
pamphlet campaign against 
Zionists, blaming them for the cut- 
off of oil imports from Iran. The 
Front is also pressing for the evic- 
tion of non-whites living in areas of- 
ficially designated os vvhltes-only. 

Local opposition politicians have 
demanded that the Front be 
prosecuted for inciting racial hatred. 
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Lavish party tops Carter-Teng workday 


WASHINGTON (AP). - China's 

Tcng Hslno-ping and U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter topped a hard day’s 
work on Monday with a good dinner 
and an evening of relaxation. And 
Richard Nixon made a new friend. 

The former president, visiting the 
White House for the first time since 
he left it in tears 41* years ago. said 
he had made a date with the Chinese 
Vice-Premier for today, and there 
were reports it was for breakfast. 

The dinner and a reception in the 
East Room of the white House were 
to allow Americans and their 
Chinese visitors to meet informally. 
But clearly, among the Americans at 
least. Nixon was at least equal as an 
attraction. 

Nixon said he was looking forward 
to meeting with Teng for the first 
time. (When Nixon was in China as a 
private citizen in 1978. Teng was in 
disfavour with China's ruling 
hierarchy.) 

The programme planned for the 
evening was something more than a 
hamburger and a movie. The White 
House prepared a lavish meal for the 
leading politician of the largest na- 
tion on the globe, and his dinner com- 
panions included some of the world's 
leading' industrialists. 

In their dinner toasts, both Carter 
and Teng noted that their countries 
had not been on speaking terms for 


30 years. Carter spoke of "too many 
years of estrangement” and Teng 
used the same term, adding: "this 
abnormal state of affairs Is over at 
last." 

Carter promised Teng that the 
U.S. Is "looking forward to 
cooperating with you" In helping 
China's modernization programme. 

Both men expressed hope that the 
normal relations between tbelr coun- 
tries would contribute to peace. 

"Our new relationship can par- 
ticularly contribute to the peace and 
stability of the Asia-Pacific region.” 
CArter said. 

Teng replied: "We are confident 
that the amicable cooperation 
between the Chinese and American 
pcqp)cs...w!12 become a strong factor 
working for the preservation of 
world peace and the promotion of 
human progress.” 

The 8250.000 worth of entertain- 
ment at the Kennedy Centre 
afterward was chosen from among 
the beat the U.S. has to offer. It in- 
cluded a Broadway production, a 
performance by pianist Rudolf 
Serkln. and the Joffrey Ballet. Coun- 
try singer John Denver was also on 
the schedule.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP). — Ran- 
dolph Hearst thanked President Jim- 
my Carter on Monday for com- 
muting his daughter’s prison 
sentence, an act he said had "given 
Patty back her Ufe and made her 
family very happy." 

Hearst, president of "The San 
Francisco Examiner," called 
Carter's decision to cut short his 
daughter's time in prison "a 
politically courageous move because 
there arc people in this country who 
continue to believe the only reason 
she is being set free is because of her 
name." 

The president commuted Hearst’s 
sentence effective February L She 
would have been eligible for parole 
In July. 

James Browning Jr.. the federal 
attorney who prosecuted Miss 
Hearst. said he wasn't surprised by 
Carter's decision. "My general feel- 
ing is that justice has been done," 
said Browning, who is now a 
superior court commissioner of 
domestic relations in San Mateo 
County outside San Francisco. 

In Moscow, the Soviet news agen- 
cy Tass accused the U.S. Justice 
Department of favouring 
"upperclass criminals" Buch os 
Patricia Hearst while ignoring' 
America’s innocent political 
prisoners. 


Cyprus increases 
security for PLO 


NICOSIA (AP). — The Cyprus 
government spokesman 'announced 
yesterday that security precautions 
outside the local office of the 
terrorist Palestine Liberation 
Organization have been increased, 
following an anonymous death 
threat to the PLO representative. - 

The spokesman said PLO 
representative Zachariya Abdul 
Rahim informed the police last week 
that an anonymous telephone caller, 
speaking In Arabic, had warned him 
he would "suffer the same fate as 
Abu Hasaan." 

Abu Hassan is the code name of All 
Salamch. the Fatah terror expert 
who was killed In Beirut last week 
when a car Indcn with dynamite was 
exploded by remote control. 

Abdul Rahim's predecessor In 
Nicosia was killed five years ago 
when a bomb hidden under his hotel 
bed was set off by remote control. 


BRAILLE. — A Dutch restaurant 
chain said yesterday that It Is in- 
troducing Braille menus for blind 
customers.

MEXICO CITY (Ap). — Pope John 
Paul n told 250.000 impoverished 
peasants in southern Mexico on Mon- 
day that while the church defends 
the right to private property, it is not 
opposed to expropriation "If it is 
done in the proper manner." 

The pope spoke to an emotional 
throng of Indians, many barefoot, 
gathered In the fierce tropical sun of 
the parched mountainous Oaxaca 
state. Some Indians had travelled as 
long as 24 hours bn foot from remote 
communities for a glimpse of the 
papal visitor. 

The pope chose the theme of 
peasants and their plight far a brief 
speech, delivered in almost faultless 
Spanish.

starkly shown by the recent wave of 
strikes by Italian hospital workers: 
only emergency cases have been 
treated; many patients have volun- 
tarily discharged themselves; and 
the Army has been called in to main- 
tain essential services. 

Nevertheless, the centre-left 
politicians who are governing Italy 
have decided that it is inappropriate 
for social services to be under the 
supervision of private religious 
orders; that these ought to be a 
public responsibility, in line with the 
welfare state concept. 

At the end of 1978, it was estimated 
that at least lOO.OOO Italian priests 
and nuns, with their helpers, were 
engaged in social and medical ac- 
tivities. They were organized into 
some 19.000 bodies, known as ex 
opere pie. The heaviest concentra- 
tion was in the north and centre of 
the country; over 2,000 in Lombardy, 
same 1,700 in Piedmont, over 1,000 in 
Tuscany. 

Their contribution to social ser- 
vices is invaluable, even if the quali- 
ty of that service is by some com- 
pared unfavourably with that 
provided by State, regional and local 
authorities. For the latter to seek to 
substitute for them would be to 
assume a huge task, even if the 
secular authorities were to inherit 
the facilities at present under 
religious control. 

This the law intends, and it is the 
other focal point of intense con- 
troversy. Down the years, the 
Church has acquired a vast 
patrimony of real estate, in- 


vestments and cash in Its role as 
minister to the sick and needy. Much 
of this has accrued by means of 
legacies and donations; and the rest 
through the reinvestment of income 
from capital. 

No one knows for certain the pre- 
sent value of this patrimony, but it 
has been estimated at at least $24b.; 
which one commentator compares to 
the combined assets of three of 
Italy’s largest business enterprises: 
Fiat, Italcementi (a giant cement 
manufacturer) and the Cassa di 
XUsparmio (a national savings in- 
stitution) . 

The law provides that these assets 
should also pass under the control of 
the secular arm- This, the religious 
arm opposes; not so much because 
of the financial loss. It claims, but os 
questions of principle: the law 
strikes a blow at liberty, private in- 
itiative and pluralism, It says. 
POPE JOHN PAUL II, in an address 
to Catholic lawyers recently, argued 
that, "the citizen alone or in assocla- 
tion with others must be free’ to offer 
services of assistance in conformity 
with his capability and his own 
ideals." 

In practice, however, the law may 
not prove to be the threat to the in- 
stitutions at which It is aimed that it 
appears at first sight. Some Impor- 
tant compromises have been incor- 
porated, at the urging of the 
ecclesiastical authorities and their 
lay supporters. 

Thus, certain institutions are ex- 
cluded from the law’s provisions, in- 
cluding those of a primarily religious 


and educational character. Just 
what that implies in practice, 
lawyers are currently arguing over. 
But it seems that it could exclude 
from takeover about half of the 100,- 
000 members of the religious orders 
whose future la at stake. 

Another 30, wo might be Incor- 
porated in the new entitles which are 
scheduled to be created by the 
secular authorities, with an ap- 
propriate change of status. That 
would leave about 20,000 to be 
reassigned to new duties; they could, 
it is suggested. Intensify the work 
among the young, or take oh! new 
missions, such as the care of old peo- 
ple in their homes. 

Finally, the legal changes propos- 
ed may not occur as designated, at 
any rate in the immediate future. In 
this 1 connection, commentators have 
pointed out that the State did not 
need to pass new laws to take over 
social services from the Church. It 
already controls them technically; 
under a law dating back to 1890. 

At that point, the new government 
of a united Italy adopted legislation 
to transform the then 21,000 or so ox 
opere pie into secular institutions, at 
the same time taking over their 
assets. But all this happened only on 
paper. The religious orders con- 
tinued to run their schools, hospitals 
and homes, Just as before, and to 
accept legacies and donations, 
building up their patrimony — all 
without protest from the State. 

This was. it is claimed, because 
that solution was preferable to set; 
ting up an alternative structure un- 
der secular control. Both the means 
and the will to do so were lacking. 
Some Italians wonder if history Isn’t 
going to repeat Itself now. '

He had been in 
the vanguard in the struggle to 
legitimize the teaching of Hebrew 
and Judaism in the USSR and the 
right of Jews to go to Israel. Along 
with Anatoly Shcharanaky, he was 
denounced in the press and on Soviet 
television. He was arrested and 
sentenced 'to.; two years * exile "in- 
Siberia.

A new language, a new school — and new friends to meet. 


(Alfza Auerbach) 


AFTER A RECENT VISIT to a 
school in my neighbourhood, I pulled 
up short realizing that perhaps I 
have been here too long. The pan- 
demonium that reigned within had 
almost gone unnoticed by me. This 
experience prompted me to look at 
this school as a newcomer might see 
it. 

Inevitably there will be com- 
parisons between the old school and 
the new, and the new school will be 
found wanting. But the kids have to 
attend, like it or not. The more they 
dislike it. the more Intolerant the 
comparisons. 

I returned to the school I had 
visited and walked through leisure- 
ly. Two ten year olds, recently arriv- 
ed from the U.S., tailed me, keeping 
up a constant chatter. It helped to 
make me feel like a new mother 
coming to register her children. 

This school Is in & middle-class 
suburb, attractive to Anglo-Saxon 
newcomers and similar to American 
suburban conmunltlea. At first 
glance, the school Is an unheated, un- 
attractive building lacking such 
amenities as lockers and warm 
water In the bathrooms. The school 
seems to operate without any 
organization, supervision or dis- 
cipline. A new immigrant would be 
appalled at the noise, the Informali- 
ty. and the casual contempt of school 
rules. Teachers smoke in the halls, 
students freely enter the teachers' 
room and orange peel Utters the ' 
stairs. A child's observations would 
be similar. If he is anything like my 
ten-year-old friends, his sole topic of 
conversation would be about how 
rotten everything is at school. 

From this first impression, a' 
parent my secretly agree with this 
with one important difference. The 
parent knows that the picture will 
look different, as he becomes 
acclimated. 

A parent knows the integration of a 
child may be stormier, but will be 
accomplished faster and to a far 
greater degree than his own. But it is 
difficult for- a parent to watch the 
misery of a child's first year in a 
totally new school environment. The 
worst part Is the feeling- of 
helplessness. 

You can’t help with the homework. 
You can't make Mends for him. 
You^re angry with the teacher 
because you think she should be do- 
ing more to help with his adjustment 
problems, but you can’t talk to her. 
Even if you could, you might have 
reservations about being a pest or in- 
terfering parent.

DAZE 


ALL IN THE FAMILY 
Eleanor Harris 


ALTHOUGH adjusting to school is a 
child’s special struggle, there are 


ways in which parents con be helpful . 
and supportive. Get to know the 
school at the very beginning — the 
building and Its surroundings. Walk 
through the corridors, into the 
bathrooms and around the! garden 
and play areas. The younger the 
child the more Important it is that he 
knows that you know what he's talk- 
ing about. 

Go and see for yourself what the 
other children are wearing on cold, 
rainy days, or what they are doing 
with their muddy shoes after work- 
ing in the garden. Is your child em- 
barrassed to ask his teacher about 
toilet paper or towels in the. 
bathroom? These are not major dif- 
ficulties, but if small problems are 
resolved, the larger ones are easier 
to manage. 

Make it absolutely dear to your 
child that you are 100 % confident 
that he will eventually be just as 
good a student as everyone else — it 
just has to take a little time. No two 
children are alike. One may be 
vociferous about his displeasure or 
anxiety; a second may not want to 
talk about It at all. The amount of 
vocalization is not a reliable in- 
dicator of the depth of the anguish: 
both children need frequent exprea- 
• sion of your faith. The only 
difference Is that with a silent child, 
you will need to initiate opportunities, 
for conveying your message. 

• Don't push the studies tooTnard, 
nor demonstrate concern about ids 
lack, of participation in the- 
classroom. ' He may -even pretend- 
complete -indiff e r enc e to the e nt i r e- 
classroom scene. Accept this 1 for 
what it* Is, protective coloration. Of 
course, you are eagerly awaiting the 
day when he oan come home from 
school and do Ills lessons In- , 
dependently . In. the early and middle 
grades, however, nothing 
catastrophic will happen if be 
doesn't learn all the required 
material.. 

Private tutors and Mends to do 
lessons with may be valuable aids — 
but not during the first few months. 
The after-school hours are more 
profitably spent in the company of 


other youth (even If be is only 
watching them at play)' than 
duplicating the frustration of the 
classroom.' 

Look at It from the child's point of 
view. He is lonesome for the school 
and friends left behind. He doesn't: 
know anybody and can't do anything 
in the new school. If you start in too 
soon with toodemanding a regime of 
tutorial help and study, hours, you 
will only be reinforchg 7 his own 
feeling^ of inadequacy. 

Giving verbal assurance that bis 
condition is temporary and that 
things will work out 'eventually and 
then pushing his nose to the 
grindstone too soon and too vigorous- 
ly conveys a double message. He 
may figure that you are not as confi- 
dent as you say you are. (And If 
you're worried about his adjust- 
meat, what must he be thinking?) 
Remember 'we are dismissing the 
pre-junior high school student;, if it 
takes an extra year for him to 'oaioh 
up with his classmates, It; isn’t all. 
that terrible. 

• Avoid arguments like the plague. 
Don't get caught up in trying to con- 
vince him that things are, good when 
he says, they are bad. That "dumb" 
teacher back In California seems', 
very desirable to him now, and kids . 
who used to hit him regularly are 
remembered as his best Mends. He 
wishes he were back there. Tfyo irtry : 
to counter his condemnation of the 
new school by pointing out. some of 
its positive features, you .only, 
provide opportunity and .encourage- - 
ment for . strengthening . his. 
arguments. He is doing what older 
and wiser heads do all. the time 
comparing and making value 
judgments. If he says his former 
school was better and the teairher 
there prettier, that’s Ms opinion. It ! 
should be Tespec^. even if he is 
only nine years bld. v . - -T" ’* -

lives chiefly on fish. Their huge size 
— usually seven metres — has In- 
spired many stories about their be- 
ing maneaters too. But not a single 
story is backed up by authentic 
records. 

The killing of the reptiles to make 
fancy goods and the eating of their 
eggs by humans has through the 
ages brought down their numbers 
alarmingly. 


THE BREEDING project for the 
saltwater crocodiles was taken up at 
the place where these are mostly 
found — the Sundarbans jungle in 
eastern India’s West Bengal State. It 
is also the home of the famous Royal 



Bengal tiger. The World Wildlife 
Fund's "Tiger Project" is situated in 
the same jungle. 

During the first year of the pro- 
ject. the crocodile sanctuary staff’s 
primary job was to roam the sandy 
banks of rivers in which the 
crocodiles are generally found and 
collect their eggs. 

They collected about 100 and with 
these began the project’s most vital 
work — hatching eggs. 

At the time the eggs were 
collected, each was elaborately 
marked Identifying the positions in 
which they were found. The shape 
and other details of the egg ’’neats" 
were also noted down.

Normally crocodiles lay eggs In 
small holes they have dug In the san- 
dy beaches of rivers. They leave 
them for the sun’s rays to Incubate 
them. The sanctuary experts had to 
dig similar holes in the sandy areas 
of the project zone. 

Then began the period of anxious 
waiting and watching. It continued 
for nearly 21 weeks before the find 
little croc peeped out of Its sand- 
covered home. There were scenes of 
Jubilation at news of the birth not 
only at the sanctuary itself but also 
at the project's headquarters in 
Calcutta. Everybody was happy that 
their efforts were paying off at last. 

As many as 87 eggs hatched, some 
simultaneously, some with gaps of 
hours. The .sanctuary staff kept a 
close watch on the young crocs mov- 
ing around near their homes waving 
their tiny long heads from aide to 
side. 

"They were all In a playful mood," 
said one of the field staff. "Some 
walked up to us as we spread our 
palms and some played a sort of hide 
and seek with us. It was a great 
day." 

Each newly-born croc was allowed 
a chance to look around for about 24 
hours. After that It was released into 
shallow ponds. 


“It was a hell at a problem.” said 
one of them. "We needed identifica- 
tion so they could be released into 
rivers in pairs. We did not want to 
take chances with the normal iden- 
tification system — the bigger and 
stronger ones being males and the 
weaker ones females. We wanted to 
be 100 per cent certain." 


SO FAR SO GOOD. But problems 
arose when the time came for the 
release of the grown-up crocs into 
rivers for their natural rehabilita- 
tion. The sanctuary's field staff 
could not identify their sex as they 
all looked alike. 


A call went out to experts at other 
crocodile sanctuaries. 

Recently a "definite solution" to 
the problem was at last found. Said 
an official: “These crocs, now three 
years old. need to be handled with 
extreme care. The procedure is to 
catch them with fishing nets, iden- 
tify the sex and then release them in 
pairs.” 

- The job of releasing the crocodiles 
will continue for weeks as the project 
officials will not free any unless a 
safe zone is found in deeper jungle 
areas along rivers in the Sundar- 
bans. 

The Gavial crocodile, on the other 
hand, did not raise the identification 
problem. Nevertheless it too posed a 
sex problem, though of a different 
nature. 

In the Rajasthan Gavial sanctuary 
in western India, officials were baffl- 
ed by the fact that many of the eggs 
they were collecting would not 
hatch. A frantic search for the 
reasons continued for some, time and 
ultimately it was found that -some 
males were suffering from sex 
deficiency. 

In 1973 when Lidia sought UN help, 
there were only about 70 Gavial 
crocodiles left in the country. The 
numbers of saltwater, crocs were 
even fewer. Today there are now- 
hundreds of crocs in various sanc- 
tuaries and natural habitats. "It Is a 
story of success all the way," said 
R.K. Lahirl, Wildlife Officer of West 
Bengal State.

A new method of graphing 
statistical data has been developed 
by Prof. Roberto Bachl of the 
Department ot Statistics ot the 
Hebrew University with the coopera- 
tion of the Geography Department. 

Prof. Bachl's presentation of his 
new methods appears as the major 
portion of a special technical paper 
on graphical methods published by 
the U.S. Bureau ot the Census this 
month. 

The Innovation not only makes 
possible the graphic representation 
of types of statistical data which can- 
not be represented by classical 
methods, but is applicable in the 
field of cartography {statistical 
maps) as well. Important Informa- 
tion such as traffic intensity on 
roads, or air traffic, can be easily 
represented on a map by Prof. 
Bachl's method of Graphic Rational 
Patterns (G.R.P.). 

The classical methods of graphing 
are mostly restricted to the graphic 
representation of one variable: in 
the distribution of papulation by age, 
for example, age is the variable. The 
distribution of two variables — such 
as distribution of marriages by ages 
of bride and groom — was already 
very difficult to graph. It could only 


be represented in a three- 
dimensional way and projected on 
paper by computer, but was difficult 
to interpret. 

A new method of graphing was 
dlrely needed. 

About ten yean ago Prof. Bachl 
proposed a method of Graphical 
Rational Patterns (G.R.P.) in which 
units are represented by squares, of 
small sLse, multiples of ten by an 
area ten times as large. This method 
makes possible the representation of 
any number between 1 and ZOO, suf- 
ficient in practice for presenting any 
type of statistical data, since a unit 
of G.R.P. can be used for graphing 
any number (for instance, 3 G.R.P. 
unit ” 9.000 marriages). 

There was only one drawback. The 
method was impractical, because it 
was tedious to prepare graphs by 
sticking the previously prepared 
patterns onto the given paper. 

This technical difficulty was over- 
come with the aid of Michael Stier, 
head of the Laboratory for 
Automated Cartography, who 
automated this method of graphing 
by means of a plotter attached to the 
computer. 

Other new methods have been 
developed introducing colours in the 



Coca-Cola returns to China 


HONGKONG. — Coca-Cola, that 
renowned symbol of capitalism and 
the consumer society, returned to 
C3dna this month after an absence of 
30 years. 

Twenty thousand cases of the soft 
drink, bedecked with the slogan in 
Chinese. “Tastes good, tastes hap- 
py," were loaded aboard a freight 
train on Tuesday, bound for the 
South China port city of Canton, 90 
miles from here. From Canton this 
first shipment will be distributed to 
tourist hotels and restaurants in 
Peking and Shanghai, a company 
spokesman said. A $2m. Coca-Cola 
bottling plant will be built in 
Shanghai later this year, he added. 

Under an agreement signed last 
month in Peking, Coca-Cola was 
granted the exclusive right to sell 
cola drinks in the world's most pop- 
ulous nation, shutting out Pepsi- 
Cola, Coke's chief rival. Coinciden- 
tally or not, Pepsi holds the cols 


monopoly in the Soviet Union, 
China's arch enemy. 

Coke’s entry Into China “has had 
no perceptible effect on our sales In 
Taiwan, where the company main- 
tains several bottling plants", the 
spokesman said. Coke is one of a 
growing contingent of American com- 
panies that have successfully pur- 
sued a two-Chlna policy — - es- 
tablishing a toe-hold on the mainland 
while continuing operations In 
Taiwan. 

The bottles in which Coke will be 
marketed in China will bear the 
Chinese characters, "Ke kou Ke lo," 
which sound roughly like “Coca- 
Cola" and translate as "Tastes good 
Tastes happy." 

Coke was distributed in China 
(Tom 1928 to 1949 from bottling plants 
in Shanghai, Talngtao, Tientsin and 
Canton. But the plants were closed 
and Coke was banished soon after 
the Communist takeover.

The purpose of the new financial 
Institution, Moshe Kraus, who heads 
the new branch, said was "not so 
much to serve the New York Jewish 
community, but to provide financing 
services for businessmen Importing 


and exporting to Israel." 

Beame noted that his job as chair- 
man of the board was to suggest 
plans for improving the bank's Im- 
age: to get business for the bank; 
suggest potential customers and 
draw up development plans. 

No more branches are planned for 
the present in New York. (This is the 
fourth Israeli bank in New York, 
following Leumi, H&poalim and 
Discount). 

Another member of the advisory 
board is Bobtfecht, of Texas, who- Is 
at pfgs€fit r, S.'S^btiatihg for the 
purchase" of £he Mari time. Bank. 
Hecht has two banks in the U.S.. one 
In Houston and the other in 
Galveston. 

Beame was recently appointed by 
President Carter to be on the Com- 
mission on Intergovernmental 
Relations, a body which tries to 
assure smooth relations between 
cities, states and the Federal 
Government. 


Tourists find less to complain about

| Agreement with 
German standards 
institute

TEL AVIV. ~ The Israel Standards 
Institute and Its German counter- 
part have signed nn agreement 
which will enable exporters of either 
country to utilize the services of both 
institutes. This will cut costs and 
time consumed In sending samples 
and consultants from one country to 
the other. 

This Is the first agreement of iu 
kind between the Israeli and a 
foreign' institute. Since the introduc- 
tion of customs reductions on Israeli 
products to EEC countries. Israeli 
exporters have not been able to take 
full advantage of the new oppor- 
tunities, since product tests at Euro- 
pean standards institutes sometimes 
take years. 

It is hoped that similar 
agreements with other European 
standards institutes will reduce this 
hardship for the Israeli exporter. 
Such agreements will also benefit 
the Israeli consumer, since they will 
ensure that imported products will 
have undergone standards tests. 

At present the agreement with the 
German institute deals only with a 
limited number of Items.

Exports 
also reached a record last year, ris- 
ing to 3143.57b. from 3121.15b. in 1977. 

In December, according to figures 
released by the Commerce Depart- 
ment, the trade deficit widened to 
32.04b. from November's 31.95b.

TEL AVIV. — The first comprehen- 
sive directory (in English) of 
Israel's businesses and exporters, 
called “DunsGuide Israel." has just 
been published by the prestigious 
American firm of Dun & Bradstreet. 

“The guide lists 4,000 Israeli firms 
which meet certain criteria." said 
Marc Gueron, general manager of 
the local branch, which publishes the 
guide. 

Included are nearly all the 1.200 
members of the Manufacturers 
Association: all 3,000 firms which 
have an "approved exporter" status; 
all firms with a turnover of ZLZOxn. 
or more in 1977; any firm with 30 
workers or more; or those smaller 
firms specializing In certain fields, 
like zincography, which foreign 
firms might went to contact. 

There is a certain amount of 
overlapping between these several 
categories. 

“We didn't ask the firms to supply 
us with information on their finan- 
cial status." Gueron said. "Rather, 
we sent them a form with this infor- 
mation filled out already on the basis 
of our private researches — and we 
let them correct it." 

Some 6,000 such questionnaires 
were sent out. There were 2.500 
returns, and those who did not reply, 
were contacted by telephone. Out of 
the 6,000 firms questioned, only 4,000 
met the criteria which DunsGuide 
set for itself. 

“We honoured the request of any 
firm which asked us not to publish Its 
sales figures (turnover) he said, 
adding "and we simply, state 
(figures) not available." 

The entry "not available" follows 
the firm name of Dun & Bradstreet 
(Israel) Ltd., but Gueron noted that 
the local firm employed 34 persons. a 

He admitted that although every 


effort had been made to print the 
latest business information on every 
company. In most cases the figures 
are a year old. 

“In an inflationary economy like 
Israel's, this has considerable 
significance." he admitted, and the 
company is planning to put an insert 
in the copies distributed abroad ex- 
plaining this. 

Moreover, some of the information 
might be misleading to foreigners. 
For example, the assets of Bank 
Hapoallm are listed at IL324b.; those 
of Bank Leumi at Hd23b. Since Bank 
Leumi is undoubtedly the larger 
bank. Gueron explains the dis- 
crepancy as due to the fact that Bank 
Hapoallm lumped the assets of ail its 
subsidiaries into this figure; Bank 
Leumi did not. 

But there is no way for a person 
abroad to know this — unless Gueron 
goes around with every one of the 
copies to be distributed abroad and 
makes this explanation. 

An edition of 4,000 copies la on the 
press. Of this amount, 500 are being 
shipped to the 24 countries in which 
Dun & Bradstreet has permanent 
outlets; another 500 are going to the 
U.S. Locally some 1,200 have already 
been sold through advance orders. 

The volume, which is 500 pages 
thick, costs ILZ.ZOO (plus VAT) if 
bought as a single copy; as low as 
TL.TI0 (plus VAT} if bought in quan- 
tities. 

The book consists of three main 
parts. In the first the 4,000 com- 
panies are listed according to their 
name; in the second, according to 
the category of business they do ; and 
in the third, the Hebrew name is 
listed followed by the English name 
to facilitate easy locating of the 
name in English. 

The first edition cost IL2.5m. to 
produce. 


Zim rents floor in Haifa University’s 
new administration building

HAIFA. — The Zim Israel Naviga- 
tion Company is to lease one floor In 
Haifa University’s 32-storey ad- 
ministration tower building. Zim will 
be the first business firm to lease 
spaee in the campus building and is 
to move In next month. The 
Jerusalem Post learned yesterday. 
It will occupy all of the 28th floor. 

The high-rise building, described 
variously as the university's “ivory 
tower" or "white elephant," was 
built at a cost of over ILZOOm. 
Although completed more than a 
year ago. the university administra- 
tion has occupied only 16 floors so 
far. 

University spokeswoman Nana 
Heiman told 'The Post that the ad- 
ministration urgently needed office 
space in the new building. The presi- 
dent and rector themselves still had 


their offices in crowded, below- 
ground level parts of the older 
buildings, without air or daylight, 
she noted. The Higher Education 
Council, however, which controls the 
universities' expenditures, had 
• ordered the officials not to occupy 
any additional floors in the new 
building. For the time being the un- 
iversity is to try to lease them out to 
save money. 23m was the first taker. 
The rent is still being negotiated. 

Zim spokesman Eiiyahu Shragai 
told The Post that the space was 
needed for a department which 
keeps track of Zlm's 50,000 con- 
tainers, moving across the world. 
The department is located in Tel 
Aviv now but is to move to Haifa, to 
be closer to related departments in 
the main office where, however, all 
space is occupied. The campus loca- 
tion was found to be the most 
suitable. 


More workers from the territories 


* ' Employment ‘of' workers from -the 
administered territories was 11 per 
cent higher in the third quarter of 
Z978 than in the same period In 1977, 
and reached 75,000. 

According to the Central Bureap of 
Statistics some 40,000 of these 
workers were residents ot the West 
Bank — compared with 38,000 the 
year before. The number of 
residents of the Gaza Strip and 
Northern Sinai working in Israel 
rose sharply — from 29,000 in the 
third quarter of 1977 to 35,000 in 1978. 

Statistics include only those 
workers registered through labour 
exchanges. 

There was a 15 per cent increase In 
the number of construction workers 
from the territories working In 
Israel — 36,000 last year compared 
with 31.000 in July-September 1977. 
The rise In the number of Industrial 
workers was only slightly less — 14 
per cent, up from 14,000 workers in 


1977 lx> about lSJMO-las tyear. By con- 
trast. the number of — agricultural 
workers remained stable at about 
10 , 000 . 

The average number of workers 
. from the administered territories in 
the first nine months of 1978 was 69,- 
000. compared with 63,000 in the 
same period in 1977 — a 10 per cent 
increase. 

A SEMINAR for 22 workers par- 
ticipating in the management of 20 
Histadrut firms has just been com- 
pleted at Tel Aviv University. This 
was the second seminar of its kind, 
and a third will soon get under way. 

Participants met for a week of con- 
centrated study over a ten-month 
period. They studied management, 
finance, labour relations and worker 
participation in management. Most 
of the lectures and workshops were 
given by Tel Aviv University lec- 
turers. 
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Going too far 


THE PROVOCATIVE actions and statements of what is said to 
be a small radical grouping of Israeli Arab students who openly 
support the FLO and its aims have confronted the universities 
and the state with a challenge. 

On campus these students have raised the tempers of the 
students unions and University administrations who find it dif- 
ficult to reconcile the liberal principles of the academy with 
declarations calling for the dismantling of Israel. They have 
also placed other more moderate Arab students in an awkward 
position t pressing them to adopt an extremist ideology that re- 
jects the proposition of coexistence between Jews and Arabs in 
the Jewish State. 

The universities have wisely refrained from responding to 
some emotion-laden appeals that they expel the radical Arab 
students. Universities in the liberal tradition and in a 
democratic society cannot make ideology or political belief a 
criterion for admission. Npr can they administer the laws of the 
state. 

The role of the universities is simply to assure that Arab 
students, like all others, abide by the ordinary rules and re- 
quirements of the institution. Beyond that they should also 
make certain that their Arab students, who have special 
problems because of language needs, cultural difference, and 
academic background be provided with the aids and support 
needed to help make their university experience successful. 
They should, in short, see to it that academic frustrations do not 
become the energizer of political extremism. 

Beyond that, the actions and statements of the group calling 
itself the “Progressive National Movement" Is a matter for the 
authorities and laws of the state. 

Six members of the group, who were in contact with a PLO 
operative in Ram all ah and whd cabled support to the PLO 
National Council meeting in Damascus have been restricted to 
their homes, under the rarely used Mandatory Emergency 
Defence Regulations. 

This did not, however, stop four other members of the group 
from calling a press conference on Monday in which they 
declared support for a Palestinian and regional revolution that 
would also replace Israel with a “democratic secular state." 

Plainly the use of the Emergency Regulations is disagreeable 
in our democratic society: It bypasses the ordinary judicial 
process and offends basic premises of civil rights. 

And yet the signatories to the cable and their fellows at the 
press conference would exploit the institutions of freedom and 
civil liberty in Israel in order to destroy it. Democratic societies 
are uniquely susceptible to such grotesque distortion of 
freedom. When the subversive force acts as well in support of an 
external foe engaged in active hostilities against the state, as is 
the case with the PLO, then certainly the state has not only a 
right, but a responsibility to protect itself. 

It is too facile therefore simply to condemn use of the 
Emergency Regulations against the six students as some critics 
of the government have done, just as it would be too facile to dis- 
miss the significance of Monday’s press conference by the 
Progressive National Movement as a legitimate exercise of 
freedom of speech-. 

Rather it should be recognized that this group, however 
marginal amongst Israel's Arab community, has crossed the 
line of wh&t can be accepted even In our free-wheeling 
democracy. 

They have certainly crossed the line of what is acceptable in 
the view of the vast majority of Israel’s Arab citizenry who do 
not wish to be branded by the extremism of a few.. * - 

The lawiii of the state should therefore be wielded to protect 
freedom in Israel from itself. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


ONE OF THE STAFF at the Israel 
embassy in Washington recently 
sent us a strange little story. It 
seems that one Rabbi Marshall 
Maltzman was conducting burial 
services at the Mount Lebanon 
Cemetery In Colllngdale, outside 
Philadelphia, and had the poor for- 
tune to slip and fall into the six-foot 
deep grave. 

Mourners pulled the rabbi out of 
the grave and he completed the ser- 
vice. 

Rabbi Maltzman. of Temple Beth 
Hillel Synagogue in Wynnewood, 
Pa., later filed suit against the 
cemetery for $10,000, charging that 
"dangerous conditions” had led to 
his fall. The suit says that he sustain- 
ed injuries to his neck, arm, elbow, 
hands, legs, feet, nerves and ten- 
dons. Not to mention his dignity. 

WOMEN SOLDIERS* rights and 
responsibilities from Aleph to Tav 
(A to Z) may be found In the new 
"Alfon lehayelet” (women soldiers' 
information Index) put out by the 
editors of "Na'amat” magazine. The 
booklet, containing about 60 pages, 
became available recently after a 
year of effort, and will be given to 
every woman soldier during basic 
training. 

"Alfon" is alphabetical and covers 
everything from what to do if you 
lose military equipment, to how to 
get eyeglasses, dental care, or flnan- 
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cdal aid. The subject of pregnancy is 
also included. 

Don't new male recruits also need 
a comprehensive guide to the con- 
fusing labyrinth of army life? Zivla 
Cohen, editor of "Na'amat" 
magazine and of the "Alfon,” said 
material is already available for 
male recruits. “It was hard enough 
for us to get together all of the infor- 
mation we needed for women," she 
added. "Besides, Na’amat, as a 
women's movement, is primarily 
concerned with helping women 
soldiers." 

In addition to distribution of the 
"Alfon" to new recruits, Na’amat 
workers will give It out while visiting 
high schools and youth clubs during 
lectures on the Importance of 
women’s service in the army. 

THE EYEBROWS of several 
economic correspondents were rais- 
ed recently at a press conference, 
when the general manager of Helena 
Rubinstein Ltd., Israel.

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CAN WE GO ON RIDING THE TIGER? 


IF WE WANT to understand what 
should be done to curb inflation, it is 
pointless to relate to what the 
Treasury will do. Its so-called new 
policy will be a patchwork of com- 
promises, each neutralizing the 
other. 

My article on this page yesterday 
noted that the "rap inflation" cam- 
paign has increased the constraints 
on the Treasury's freedom of action. 
The price the government will have 
to pay to mesh this campaign with its 
own policy will be one of the more 
important instruments for halting in- 
flation. 

In addition to the constraints un- 
der which the Treasury has laboured 
under all Israeli governments, the 
difficulties have been compounded 
by the 19th century Ideology of the 
present government. 

Instead of discussing ' the 
government’s futile gestures called 
an economic policy, one may do well 
to ask whether inflation can be 
brought down to a tolerable rate,- 
even if the remedies mean that this 
government will not be able to do the 
job. 

Inflation, we all know by now, 
means that demand for goods and 
services exceeds the country’s abili- 
ty to supply them. For stability, we 
must curb- demands, or increase 
supply, or both. 

This sounds simple. But which 
demands are to be reduced and bow 
can supply be increased? Aggregate 
demand is conventionally broken 
down in the national accounts into 
private and public consumption, in- 
vestment and exports. 

WHEN WE SPEAK of curbing de- 
mand, we obviously don't mean ex- 
ports, because they sustain our long- 
term ability to import, i.e.. to satisfy 
other demands. We want to increase 
exports although their growth is 
clearly inflationary, since exports 
generate domestic income while the 
goods and services to spend It on go 
abroad. 

Export growth would have no in- 
flationary effect if imports would 
likewise rise in absolute volume. 
This is now happening, but it 
nullifies the improvement in the 
balance of payments we want from 
higher exports. 

This points to one way of possibly 
deflating inflationary pressure — to 
encourage imports by slashing 
customs duties on raw materials, 
semi-processed materials and finish- 
ed products alike. Although this has 
been recommended by a group of 
Bank of Israel economists, the in- 
dustrialists continue to resist lower- 
ing protective barriers, and they get 
the unquestioning support of the 
Ministry of Industry 'and Trade. 

We also hesitate to put a brake on 
Investment. Eventually that tod 
would reduce our capacity to supply. 
The entire business sector strenous- 
ly opposes cuts in subsidies to in- 
vestment, which might reduce 
public spending by billions of 
pounds. (I would say that more out- 
put might be obtained for less invest- 
ment by a variety of policy 
measures, among them effective 
anti-monopoly policy and through a

change in the present distribution of 
investment among branches and as 
between private and public enter- 
prise, in favour of the latter. But that 
is a subject for separate discussion.) 

IF EXPORTS and Investment can- 
not be trimmed, what about public 
and private consumption? Defence 
spending, by far the biggest slice of 
public consumption, Is considered 
reducible only by as much as the 
industrial-military complex finds 
possible or necessary. Many 
economists have argued, with little 
practical effect, that wbat the 
generals and lieutenant-colonels 
have to say on the subject is not 
necessarily sacrosanct, even in 
terms of the defence capability we 
clearly need. 

The retrieval of spent car- 
tridges and the elimination of 
winter uniforms that Rav-Aluf El tan 
ordered are not at issue here. Such 
economy drives are always in- 
dicated as a component of increas- 
ing productivity. But outside an 
administered sector such as the ar- 
my, economy and productivity 
drives depend on the proper func- 
tioning of the price system, which 
alone can make rational cost 
calculation meaningful. 

The area of defence Involves 
issues of a broad scope, which con- 
verge with foreign policy Issues. The 
economic decision-makers and their 
advisors are both cowed into 
silence by the argument that they 
understand nothing about defence. 
This is unlikely to change in the 
foreseeable future, under any 
government. 

Somehow, then, civilian public and 
private consumption have to be cut 
For yearB, there have been 
vociferous demands for cutting 
public consumption; Initially, the 
cry was that public services were in-* 
efficient, and their budgets could be 
leaner without a real reduction in 
service. In recent years, the scope of 
public consumption has come under 
Increasing attack. 

The economists spearheading 
these demands were reared on the 
teachings of conservative theorists 
— Israel has no other. They were 
also backed by the conservative 
segments of the public who 
(throughout the world) have a much 
louder voice than those who are the 
main beneficiaries of public con- 
sumption. It so happens that these 
demands for curbing public services' 
and welfare benefits have had little 
effect under previous governments 
and the present one. Political 
pressures have made public con- 
sumption go up constantly, without 
necessarily increasing public 
welfare. 

INFLATION has become so acute 
that the linkage devices in v ented to 
throw the burden mainly on the 
future and on the weakest strata of 
the population no longer hold the

Sir. — A strange interpretation of 
financial charges has gained curren- 
cy among economic commentators 
asserting that index-linked 
securities issued by the Treasury 
will put an intolerable burden on the 
government when redemption time 
comes because the expected rise of 
the index will cause the nominal 

value of the security to increase, 
which is like an extremely high in- 
terest charge. Actually, it Is nothing 
of the kind, and index-linked bonds 
are in fact a cheap source of govern- 
ment credit. At an interest of only a 
few per cent and with a linkage of 
less than 100 per cent the Treasury 
will have to repay at the proper time, 
and out of Income that has risen with 
the rise of prices and salaries, at 
worst what he borrowed at the time 
In purchasing power, and at best 
even a little less. 

Whether this is the right way of 
financing budget expenditure is, of 
course, debatable, but its cost in real 
terms is certainly not excessive.

The attempted assault on public regulatory powers to enforce price 


services and welfare benefits 
therefore is simply an attack by the 
well-to-do and their spokesmen on 
the barely comfortable and the poor. 
Raising direct taxes progressively 
and seriously attempting to collect 
them - (which the affluent resist 
vehemently) will cut consumption 
where it should be cut — where it 
hurts the few rather than the many 
and does not hurt them vitally. 

One way of reducing demand and 
bringing it Into balance with supply - 
is to let prices rise. There is nothing 
progressive about this; on the con- 
trary. it is generally regressive. In 
any case, this way of balancing de- 
mand and supply requires a com- 
petitive economy. In Israeli in- 
dustry, in 186 out of 257 product 
categories, the three leading enter- 
prises control over 50 per cent of the 
market. In 158 products, or 60 per 
cent of the total, the biggest three ac- 
count for two -thirds and more of 
sales. The concentration in other 
economic sectors does not differ 
much, and the bare statistics grossly 
understate the degree of monopoly 
in the economy. 

Price Increases in such an 
economy soon become cost increases 
and are immediately passed on. Ex- 
perience has amply demonstrated 
that. Moreover, the economy usually 
finds ways of overcoming central 
bank manipulations Intended to 
check an upward price spiral by 
shrinking the money supply. 

Evidently wage increases, In- 
cluding cost-of-living allowances 
which lag behind price rises and are 
therefore not the prime mover of in- 
flation, will also be passed on. Since 
the cost-of-living allowance of 70 per 
cent sooner or later is always 
supplemented by basic wage In- 
creases, the spiral goes on expan- 
ding. 

The floating of the pound by the 
present government to release us 
from the bondage of "socialism" has 
made things worse. It the currency 
is devalued as a result of domestic 
Inflation , while neither monopolistic 
producers nor organized labour are 
willing to take a real cut hi profits 
and wages, costs rise again and 
further feed domestic inflation. 

THERE IS a way out. First of all, 
more direct taxes. At least this can-
